EFORE arriving at Digby. Nova Scotia, we turned off the main road 
and drove to the little village of Bear River. 
It nestles in a beautiful

Robert Digby, who commanded the 
English North American Squadron, gathered together many Loyalists and 
came to this charming spot. In recognition of his great interest, the town 
was named after him. 
I have seen few villages with such glorious setting. 
Hills rise from all 
sides of the beautiful Basin and give to the waters a smooth and glassy 
appearance mewl of the time. Always there seems to be unusual cloud 
formations, at sundown you get sunsets that would almost make an artist 
lorget hts brushes were he at work 
The other evening we sat upon the lovely porch of our hotel that faces 
the Basin opposite the little city, and saw a perfect full moon. For a 
space of about 25 feet the reflections formed a path of silvery gold across 
the waters from shore to shore, and the overhanging white birches and 
pines along the shore seemed to lean ovei and whisper something to Hie 
dancing tiny wavelets. 
Fifteen miles from the little village, over a delightful gravel road, you 
take the north "finger" of land that leads to one of the loveliest of all 
coves—Sandy Cove. All about it is the old village; and homey farms 
hang to the slopes of the hills. We almost missed our luncheon for "play­ 
ing" about this natural paradise. 
On our way back we came across another team of yoked oxen with 
their load of hay, a very common sight in this country.
